THE LION’S HEAD. 


Origin of Its Use as a Decoration For 
Fountains. 

“The' sun glows in the Lion,” says 
Seneca, meaning that when the sun 
enters the sign of Leo at the summer 
solstice the highest temperature of tho 
year Is experienced. We way say, on 
the other hand, tbat the Babylonian 
astrologers thousands of years ago 
placed the king of beasts, the fiery and 
ferocious lon, In that part of the zo- 
diac which the sun enters at the sum- 
mer solstice. 

The constellation which is called Leo 
bears very little resemblance to the 
outline of a lion. Probably the name 
was originally applied only to its prin- 
cipal star, Regulus. It is to this con- 
Stellation in the zodiac that we owe 
the countless water spewing lions’ 
heads which are found {n ancient and 
modern fountains, because in the latter 
part of July, while the sun is still in 
the sign of Leo, the Nile is at ita high- 
est level. 

Furthermore, the lon’s heaa with 
widely open jaws Js in itself very suit- 
able for the mouth of a fountain or 
waterspout. This decorative motif was 
employed universally throughout the 
Greco-Roman world. Lions’ heads are 
found used in this way at Athens, Ephe- 
sus, Olympia, Agrigentum and count- 
Jess other places. It is not quite cer- 
tain that this employment of the lion’s 
head originated in Egypt. Curtius de-

Tho Gegenschoin. 

The Gegenschein Is the name given 
to one of the most inexplicable objects 
known to astronomers. It Is visible in 
the night sky under favorable condl- 
tions, is rounded In outline and is situ- 
ated always exactly opposite the place 
of the sun, It bas been termed by one 
eminent astronomer “a sort of comet- 
ery or meteoric satellite” attending the 
earth. He supposes it to be composed 
of a cloud of meteors situated about a 
million miles from the earth and re- 
volving around it in a period of just 
ono year, so that the sun and the me 
teors are always on opposite sides of 
the earth. It is estimated that the size 
of this ghostly satellite may be vearly 
the same as that of the planet Jupiter 
—i. e., about 86,000 miles In dlameter.—

; Fertilizers 


The tarmers of to-day are reading 
more agricultural literature than eyer 
before. They are learning that in the 
old countries and even in the United 
States, the use of fertilizers. Hence, 
-abrief review of the more essential 

facts about fertilizers will probably 
not be amiss in these columns. ‘To be- 

gin with, fertilizers can not take the 

place of cultivation. Fertilizers are 
- costly;and justas a chain is only as 
strong as its weakest link soa soilis 
poor in as much as it lacks some ele- 
ment necessary for the fullest devel- 
opment of the crop growing on it. 

The three chief fertilizing elements 
of plants are nitragen, phosphoric 
acid and potash, rogen is available 
only as nitrates. Nitrogenous fertili- 
zers in common use are potassium 
nitrate (salt petre), nitrate of soda, 
sulphate of ammonia and calcium 
eyuanide and dried blood. Phosphoric 
acid is bought commercially as dissol- 
ved bone, bone-meal, bone-black, 
super-phosphate, Thomas’ slag. Pot- 
ash is seldom required by a soil ex- 
cept when growing potatoes, clover, 
beans or other leguminous plants. 
Commercially potash is bought in the 
form ot kainit, muriate of potash, 
sulphate of potash or wood ashes, 

Lime is more often néeded co sweet- 
en sour soils than for the necessities of 
acrop, Quicklime should be applied 
to all clay and humus soils, but light 
soils are best treated with marl or 
chalk. Lime has the effect of opening 
upastiff clay ‘soil while it has a ce- 
menting effect on loose sandy soils, 
making them more retentive of mois- 
ture. It is better to apply small dress- 
ings of lime at short intervals than 
large ones at Jong periods. 

Gypsum or land plaster is often 
economically employed is connection 
with the growing of clover. 

Wood ashes contain a considerable 
amount of soluble potash, also phos- 

horic acid and a large amount of 
ime. They should all be carefully 
preserved and economically applied.

Ten Years. 
The Japanese gardener usually 
plans his gardens so that the best 
vista is obtained from the guest 
room of the house or the arbors 
where it is likely to be most appre-

ing is not arithmetic but an art— 
hills, dales, rivulets, waterfalls, 
bridges, etc., vie in presenting 
their quaintest forms and fancies 
anc harmonious symmetries. 
Dwarfed plants of all descriptions 
deck the scene here and thure in 
thousands of peculiarly _ artistic 
shapes. 

Phe art of dwarfing plants is lit- 
tle known in other lands. The suc- 
essful Japanese nurseryman must 
not only be a good grower but he 
must also be an artist conversant 
with the general arts and customs 
of his country, which differ very 
materially from those of other 
countries. 

The pines may be considered the) 
most important of all trees in Ja- 
pan, says the Queen, and great care 
is taken of their cultivation and 
preservation. They are generally 
grown from seed and great care is 
taken to select the choicest quali- 
ties.

FOOTPRINTS OF GLACIERS. 

They Present a Serious Problem For 
Future Generations. 

The site of New York city was once 
buried under hundreds, possibly thou- 
sands, of feet of ice. Ample proof of 
this ts found in many places on Man- 
hattan Island, the most tangible being 
the “footprints” of glaciers. Examine 
the surface of the rocks in Central or 

| Riverside park and you will find nu- 
merous peculiar marks, 

These peculiar marks, called by ge- 

! ologists “striae,” are the “footprints” 

| of glaciers. They were produced by 

| the grinding of pebbles upon the rock 
surfaces under the glaciers as the lat- 
ter moved to the sea. 

| How long ago it was that glaciers 

flowed over Manhattan Island is a 

matter of uncertainty. The period has 

been variously estimated at from 5,000 
to 60,000 years. The present trend 
| of opinion is in favor of the smaller 
| estimate. But, knowing as we do 
| that the site of New York city was gla- 
| ciated at a time remote or compara- 
tively recent, the portentous question 
arises, Are the glaciers likely to de- 
| scend on it again? No human means 
could arrest their irresistible advance. 
Palatial homes, towering skyscrapers, 
QLast river bridges, all the magnificent 
monuments of human achievement, 
would be ground into atoms and swept 
into the ocean. 

Striae, or “footprints” of glaciers, are 
found from the highest northern and 
southern latitudes to the equator. Was 
the entire surface of the earth at one 
time covered with ice? Some geolo- 
gists have taken that view, but the 
evidence does not warrant it. 

That the earth has changed its axis 
from time to time and is still changing 
it is a fact well known to astronomers. 
It is conceivable, therefore, that in the 
course of ages, before the earth’s crust 
assumed its present formation, the 
poles may once have been on the pres- 
ent equatorial line and the equatorial 
line where the poles now stand. By 
oscillation of the globe and consequent 
interchanging of polar and equatorial 
lines every part of the earth's surface 
must have been successively glaciated. 
Such a general lateral movement of 
the earth furnishes a reasonable ex- 
planation of the glacial “footprints” ey- 
erywhere found. 

The north is undoubtedly growing 
warmer, Some 500 years ago Alaska 
was still covered with glacial Ice. Five | 
hundred years from now there will 
scarcely be a glacier to be found there 
except in the highest mountains. “The 
next generation will find few of them | 
with their fronts still in the sea,” says 
Nenry Gannett in Dellenbaugh’s 
“North America of Yesterday.” ‘The 
Present trend on the earth’s axis Is to 
push the north pole farther north. But 
the question is, How long will this 
movement continue in the present di- 
rection? It may continue until Green- 
land shall come again to have 4 tem- 
perate climate, or it may be reversed 
in the near future to bring the ice back 
to the destruction of great cities. This 
is a problem for posterity. The pres-. 
ent generation need not lose any sleep 
over it. But some future generation 
muy find itself confronting a serious 
conditiou.—William B. Simmons in New 
York World,

A MUCH FINER I'LOUR. 


In the actual baking of bread 
there has not been such a note- 
worthy change; the necessity for 
the early delivery of fresh bread 
every morning still enables the lo- 
cal, baker to maintain his place. 
Attempts at wider organization and 
co-operation have only been to a 
certain extent successful, but great- 
er progress in this direction may | 
be expected with the cheapening of | 
motor conveyance. 

In the wine industry similar 
changes have been effected. Keen} 
competition, bad yaars, the ravages 
of vine pests and the introduction 
of many chemical novelties have 
rendered the old family vintages, 
famous for centuries in many cases, 
unable to keep abreast of the times} 
with the usual result that they 
have been bought up to form part 
of larger concerns. With large ca- 
pital these have been able to meet 
successfully various emergencies 
and to apply scientific methods to 
what has become a national indus- 
try.

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DAIRY PRODUCTS.

that the individual has been unable 
to afford the latest improvements 
in machinery. Much the same ap- 
plies to the making of cheese, al- 
though in both cases certain cir- 
cumscribed localities and small 
dairies with a well established re- 
putation are able to maintain their 
place on the market. 

BUTTER SUBSTITUTES. 

The manufacturers of margarine, 
and other substitutes for butter, 
has had an important effect on the 
butter trade and has led to much 
legislation with the object of pre- 
serving agricultural interests. In

GOING! GOING!! GONE!!! 


When Auctioneers Sell by Hour-Glass 
and Candle. 

The English property market is in 
such a bad way that a well-known 
firm of London auctioneers have re- 
cently tried selling by Dutch auc- 
tion. 

This auction is the exact reverse 
of the ordtnary English method. In- 
stead of starting at a small price, and 
running up the bids, the auctioneer 
begins by putting up the property at 
the highest possible price, and then 
lowering it until someone makes a 
bid, when it is at once knocked down. 

One of the most ancient forms of 
auction. is ‘sale by candle.” This 
still exists in a good many out-of-the- 
way parts of the country. It was 
the great King Alfred who is said to 
have invented the method of measur- 
ing time by candles, and one place 
where his memory is still kept green 
is Aldermaston, a quaint, old-world 
village near Reading. 

Aldermaston possesses a field known 
as the “Churchwardens’ acre,” which 
is let each year to the highest bidder 
by candle auction. The churchwar- 
dens meet in the vestry, and measure 
off a certain length of candle, which 
represents an allotted time. Then 
the candle is lighted, and bids are 
received until it goes out, the last 
bidder becoming tenant for the year. 

Pepys, in his diary, records the 
sale of two ships by the candle 
method. So keen was the competi- 
tion that he says, “We have much to 
do to tell who did ery last.” 

Bidding by sand-glass is still more 
ancient than that by candle. It is 
now almost extinct, but still sur- 
vives in the Somerset town of Chard 
in connection with the annual letting 
of the market tolls. A sand-glass is 
placed upon the table, and at a given 
point in the proceedings is turned 
over. As the sand runs down bids 
are taken, the last bidder before the 
sand is all run down becoming the 
lessee for the ensuing year. 

A field known as the White Bread 
Meadow, at Bourne, in Lincolnshire, 
is let by auction annually. The auc- 
tioneer takes his stand upon a bridge 
in the Eastgate, and as each bid is 
made a boy is started to run to a cer- 
tain public house, and so long as the 
last boy has not returned the bids 
continue. The last bid which is un- 
challenged when the last boy returns 
is the successful one.

Reign—Youthful Sovereigns. 


Lord Strathcona who celebrated 
his ninetieth birthday recently by 
working all day at his desk in his 
office as High Commissioner for 
Canada in London, is not the grand 
old man of the peerage despite his 
robust old age. The Earl of We- 
myss is older and is as spry at 94 
as Lord Starthcona is at 90, Lord 
Wemyss—he pronounces his name 
as if spelled Weems—holds another 
record; he has been a member of 
the House of Commons uninterrup- 
tedly for more than sixty-nine 
years.

GROWING DEMAND OF IRON. 
China the Future Source of Sup- 
ply, Swedish Experts Believe. 


The growing scarcity of iron in 
Europe is the subject of a report 


of experts for the International 
Geological Congress in Stockholm. 

The, enormously increased pro- 
duction of raw iron, from 31,000,- 
000 tons in 1896 to 70,000,000 tons 
in 1909, has necessitated a corre- 
sponding ineréase in the mining of 
iron ore. In 1887 only 49,000,000 
tons was mined; in 1909, 141,000,- 
000 tons. 

The question, the report says, 
how to obtain the ore needed for 
the tremendous future growth of 
iron consumption, is a serious one 
for those countries which produce 
little or no ore themselves, For 
the present the iron mines in 
Spain, Sweden, Syria, Luxemburg, 
the Ural Mountains, Upper Siles- 
ia, Lorraine and the Isle of Elba 
still. cover the European demand, 
while the ore dredged from the 
bottom of the Finnish lakes shows 
no signs of exhaustion. Neither 
will the deposits in North Ameri- 
ca, especially those on Lake Su- 
perior, be exhausted for a couple 
of centuries, 

It willbe China, the report says, 
which will supply the world in fu 
ture with both iron and coal, Chi 
na will surely become the greatest 


Iron producing country in the 
world, 

This is cold comfort to those 
countries which have to import 


both coal and iron at constantly

Some Catholics attribute to St. 
Gregory the use of the benediction 
“God bless you,’’ after sneezing, 
and say/that he enjoined its use 
during a pestilence in which sneez- 
ing was a mortal symptom, and was 
therefore called the death-snecze. 
Aristotle mentions a similar custom 
among tho Greeks; and Thucydides 
tells us that sneezing wassa crisis 
symptom of the great Athenian 
plague. 


OLD AS JULIUS CAESAR. 


The Romans followed the same 
custom, and their usual exclama- 
tion was ‘‘Absit omen!’ We also

Money in the Job of Telling of the 
Doings of British Royalty. 


The official news of the comings 
and goings of the King and Queen, 
the names of their visitors, the de- 
scription of their dresses at courts 
ana other information originating 
in the royal palaces is distributed 
by the Court Circular, There is 
an official reporter called the 
court’ newsman “who gets up the 
Circular every day and distributes 
it to the London and provincial 
newspapers and press associations. 
The newspapers have to pay for 
the Court Circular and it is beliey- 
ed the court newsman makes as 
much as $10,000 a year from his of- 
fice. He has to be very careful in 
preparing his copy, and he gets in- 
to hot water whenever a name is 
misspelled or a title misplaced. The 
late King Edward was wont to use 
strong language whenever he dis- 
covered a blunder in the Court Cir- 
cular, especially if the names of 
any of his friends happened to be 
misspelled, 

A weekly London newspaper says 
of the origin of the Court Cijreular 
that like so many other useful in- 
stitutions the Court Cireular arose 
out of an abuse. For during the 
days when George IV. was Prince 
Regent #0 much gossip and scan-

SHELTER FOR HENS, 


The purpose of all poultry 
houses is to protect the fowls from 
rain, sun and wind. Fowls can 
stand a great deal of cold if they 
are kept dry. Wet fowls with the 
water changing to ice on them are 
the picture of wretchedness, Under 
these conditions their usefulness is 


destroyed for many a day, All 
houses should be built so as to 
confine the fowls on wet days in 
winter, 

The house should always be 


built with @ southern exposure, not 
only to give the advantage of as 
much sunshine as possible, but 


an old hog on buttermilk, Its 
valuo is greatest when fed in con- 
nection with grain, and corn is the 
best grain to feed it with, Ex- 
periments conducted at several sta- 
tions indicate that buttermilk has 
the same value for fceding as vkim 
milk for pig feeding. <A series of 
experiments conducted at the Mas- 
sachusetts station placed the value 
of 15 centa per hivindred pounds on 
milk when corn was worth more 
than 28 cents per bushel, provided 
not more than three pounds of milk 
are fed with Gich pound of corn. 
When nine pounds of milk were fed 
with eash pound of corn ihe milk 
was worth but 9 cents per hundred 
pounds, Skim milk and buttermilk 
both contain too great a percent- 
age of water in comparison with 
the dry matter available for nour- 
ishing the: animal’s system. When 
fed with corn they serve to balance 
the corn ration and increase the 
value of the corn. When fed alone 


also to dry the houses. For the 
same reason the house should be 
located on as dry ground as pos- 
sible with good drainage. It should 
be built tight on the north, east 
and west, but» so as to admit an 
abundance of fresh air without 
drafts. If it is possible to use some 
other building for a windbreak on 
the north or west, so much the bet- 
ter, since this helps to keep the 
house warm. If the poultry is to 
be kept in yards, then the yard 
should be built to include enough 
trees or shrubbery to make ample 
shade, for shade is as essential in 
summer as sunshine in winter. 

If a farmer is a lover of fowls 


the pig is required to drink so 
much milk to get the solids neces- 
sary to maintain the system that 
the digestive organs are thrown 
out of conditior and he becomes 
pot-bellied and stunted. Neither 
buttermilk nor skim milk should be 
fed in greater quantities than three 
parts of milk to one part of grain.

Choose flowers that are not quite 
fully out and cut them early in the 
morning with long stems. Arrange 
them not too close together in a 
vase deep enough to immerse two 
thirds of the stems. By previously 
putting some pieces of charcoal in 
tho*vase the water can be kept 
sweet, but in any case it should 
be changed every five or six days.

SHOT THROUGH THE HEART, 
Boy Killed While Looking Into a 

Shooting Gallery. 

A despatch from St. John, N. B., 
says: Great excitement prevailed 
among the thousands in attendance 
at the Dominion Exhibition on 
Thursday afternoon, when eleven- 
year-old Harry Brundade fell dead, 
shot through the heart by a bullet 
from a rifle in the hands of twelve- 
year-old Humphrey Williams.

The route, briefly 
stated, was due west from St. Joseph 
Kearney, up the Platte to 
Julesburg, thence, by Wort Laramie 
and Fort Bridger, to Salt Lake City, 
“thence to Camp Mloyd, Ruby valley, 
the MWumboldt, Carson City, Placer- 
ville und Folsom, to Sacramento and 
San Francisco by boat. 

The intention of the popy express 
was to carry Jetters only and not wore 
thno tep pounds at 2 wip. It was da 
cided that the safest and eastest mode 
of carrying the mail was to wake four 
pockets, one in ench corner of (he mo- 
chila, a covering nade of heavy leath 
er for the saddles and generaily used 
by the expert Mexican and Spantab 
riders. The mochila was transferred 
from pony to pony and went through 
from St, Joseph to San Francisco, the 
pockets containing the mail being lock- 
ed and opened only at military posts 
en ronte and at Salt Lake City. These 
Precious letters were wrapped in oiled 
silk to protect them. but evem this pra 
caution sometimes failed.

One day in a primary school the 
childyen’ were muking figures on the 
board. There was a little boy there 
who came from Egypt. He was 
only five years old, so all the others 
watched him to see what he would 
do. ‘They wanted to see the funny 
numbers he would make. , But Wadi 
went to the board and made our 
figures without any trouble—ten of 
them—without any help from the 
teacher !

says that during August the sivua- 
tion with regard to the field crops 


of the Dominion showed great im- 
provement over July, In the older 
Provinces the grains haye matured 
well, and have been harvested and 
saved in fine condition, The esti- 
mate for the Dominion for wheat, 
pats.and barley is 445,420,000 bush- 
els, which is 129,188,000 bushels less 
than the final estimate for last year. 

Spring wheat is less by 45,608,000 
bushels; oats by 70,219,000 bushels, 
and barley by 16,010,000 bushels ; 
but fall wheat shows an increase of 
1,649,000 bushels. 

In the eastern Provinces the in- 
crease of wheat is 3,633,000 bushels ; 
of oats, 23,219,000 bushels, and of 
barley 625,000 bushels, : 

The loss in the western Provin- 
ces, exclusive of British Columbia, 
is a result of the great drouth of 
July, which reduced the area har- 
vested by 92 per cent. for wheat, 
by 24 per cent. for oats, and by 31.5 
per cent. for barley. 

The cstimated production of 
wheat for the whole of Canada is

000 bushels as compared with 166,- 
741,000 bushels wheat, 353,166,000. 
bushels oats, and 55,398,000 bush 
els barley in the final estimate

The estimate for Manitoba, Sas 
katchewan and Alberta is 69,890, 
000 bushels wheat, 92,201,000 bush- 
els oats, and 14,72 oor bushels 
barley, being an average of 11.89 
bushels per acre for wheat, of 20.96 
bushels for oats, and 14.49 bushels 
for barley on the area sown, but of 
15.24 bushels wheat, 27.91 busbels 
oats, and 21,22 bushels barley per 
acre on the area reaped.

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SWINE ON DAIRY FARMS. 


On dairy farme where the skim- 
med milk can be retained for use, 
the feeding of it to pigs can be made 
tvery profitable where the farmer 
|has arrangements that are suited 
to the purpose all the year around. | 
There should be suitable accommo- 
dations for cold weather, as with 
these and a fair supply of milk and 
grain and proper care the business 
can be made ag profitable in win- 
jter as in summer, and often more 
So. And first there shouid be the 
selection of the breed thought to be 
best, all things considered, for the 
locality, paying particular attention 
to that of the sow for breeding pur- 
poses. These should be of the best 
type and form, docile and quiet, 
that will make good mothers, then 
; keep them several years. This will 
be found more satisfactory than 
making frequent changes. 

There should be at least two 
good litters of pigs in a year. The 
sows should have suitable quarters 
in winter, ample, comfortable and | 
kept dry and well bedded. In sum- 
mer she may run in a yard or small 
field where it will be better for sow 
and pigs than in a pen. The sows 
should be well cared for at all 
times, not fat, but in a thrifty, 
healthy condition. 

A farmer with an average-sized 
dairy should have at least one good 
brood sow or more where needed. 
One will usually furnish enough

PLANT CIRCULATION. 


Comparable With th: Circulation of 
Bloed In Animals. , f 


It is generally known that plants —— 
have a circulation comparable w 

the circulation of blood in animals, 
but it is not so well known that their — 
force of liquid propulsion is vastly 
greater than any animal's blood pres- 
sure, even the ¢lephant’s. The force 
of ap animal’ blood as it circulates 
through the largest arteries is incap- 
able of raising a column of water o = 
seven feet high, whereas the force of 
a plant’s sap, even of a small vine, 
can raise a column of water from forty 
to cighty feet high, exerting a pressure 


The way this is shown in the labore- 
tory is to tear off a small branch of a 
tree and fix it air tight into a rather 
large short tube filled with water. To 
the bottom end of the thick tube 1s 
attached a small thin tube filled with 
colored water aud havi its lower 
end immersed in a vessel of colored 
water. This experiment simply shows 
the rate of absorption of fluid by a

This will require some grain along 
with the milk, but the process 
should be continuous from weaning 
to slaughtering time, and this will 
require some attention and care. 

‘the prices for meats are now 
proportionally higher than for 
grain, so it will pay to feed as liber- 
ally as seems to be necessary. _ 

And then there is another thing 
that should be considcied in con- 
nection with thisbusiness, and that 
is the making of quite a large 
amount of excellent manure, that 
is so much needed on about every 
farm. 

The crops grown from the use of 
this manure should go a long way 
in furnishing or growing the graif 
that will be needed in fattening the 
pigs.

Saving Electricity 


Tungsten lamps ate coming to the 
front because they save electricity. 
In appearance, their only difference 
from the ordinary carbon filament in- 
candescent lamp is that the filament 
is constructed of tungsten instead of 
carbon, But in actual use, it has been 
proved that they use only about one- 
third as much cnrrent as a carbon 
Jamp to produce a light of the same 
iNuminating power. True, their first 
cost is greater (approximately three 
times as much), but this is counter 
balanced by the saving in curvent ef- 
fected. They haye one weak point, 
however. That is the ease with which 
the delicate tungsten filament is bro- 
ken. Onthis account great care has 
to be exerci-ed in installing them, and 
it is for this reason, too, that they can- 
not be economically used as portable 
lamps.

THE CROPS ARE A SUCCESS 


What the Dominion Interior Department's 


Agents 


Report, 


A despatch from Ottawa says: 
According to reports on western 
conditions sent by the agents of the 
Department of the Interior to the 
Superintendent of Immigration, the 


‘crops this year are after all a suc- 
cess. 


In spite of the very early spring, 
the long dry spell through the sum- 
mer, and the late heavy rain, 
grains, roots and fruit promise to 
be a paying crop, though not so 
good as last year. Through the dry 
summer months it was feared that 
crops would be a failure, and in 
some places bush fires raged and 
caused much alarm, In August, 
however, heavy rains set in and 
changed conditions for the better. 

Harvest began generally about 
the first week in August, and has 
continued favorably, most of the 
grain now being in stooks, some 
stacked, and thrashing in progress. 
The weather just now is rather un- 
favorable, but rain and frost have 
done no harm. Some farmers have 


begun ploughing and discing for 
next year’s crop. 

The demand for farm hands has 
been good and still continues. In 
many places men are impossible to 
get. .Wages average $20 to $45 per 
month and board, or $2 to $38 per 
day and board for very good men. 
Railway men will be required for 
some time yet at excellent wages. 
_ Market prices are high, and there 
is a good demand for all produce 
offered; some new wheat has been 
sold. Farmers seem to have pienty 
of money, and no complaints are 
heard. Transportation conditions 
are satisfactory, there being plenty, 
of cars to take the grain to the ele- 
vators, and roads are good. 

All the mines are working double 
shift, and dealers have plenty of 
coxl and wood on hand. Farmers 
have not yet begun to lay in their 
winter supply, but there is abso- 
lutely no fear of any shortage, and 
the outlook for the coming winter 
is bright and promising im every, 
way.

Families of living mice have been 
found by the piano cleaner, and 
perhaps fam.ties of even larger ani- 
mals. A piano tuner found in an 
instrument a quart of hickory nuts 
carried in by squirrels.

Just plain household dust is tak- 
en out of the piano by the quart 
if the cleanings are not frequent, 
and a bacteriological analysis of 
piano sweepings would probably re- 
veal the germs of several diseases. 
Piano tuners and cleaners catch 
these diseases sometimes. Modern 
methods of cleaning have not been 
'fully applied to the domestic piano 
and the cleaner or tuner is seen 
laboriously brushing tlie felt ham- 
mers to remove the thick coating 
of dust that soon accumulates, 
Piano tuners have discovered that 
they are more subject to colds in 
the head than average folk, and 
some have hit upon the scheme of 
wearing cotton in the nostrils when 
at work, The effect is greatly to 
reduce the frequency of such colds. 

Normally careful housewives of- 
ten wonder why their precautions 
are insufficient to exclude moths 
from the house. If they would ex- 
amine the piano they would some- 
times find a solution of the mystery. 

Moths are attracted by the con- 
genial gloom and abundant felt in- 
side a piano; perhaps they are fond 
of music. At any rate the plano 1s 
a great breeding place for these 
household pests, and what the 
careful housewife saves in clothing 
she often loses in piano felts by 
the ravages of the moth. A long 
neglected piano may be so riddled 
by moths as to require complete 
renewal of destructible parts.

CHINESE FANMAKING. 


The Industry Carried on In One Dis- 
trict For Centuries. 

The fanmaking industry in China 
was started centuries ago in the vil- 
lage of Pengshow, Ampow, about 
three miles from Swatow. It was for- 
merly confined to women tn various 
households, but for many years past 
every family in the village has been 
devoted to the work, all the members 
of the families being occupied in the 
manufacture, 
manufactured in this district. 

or the frame the split bamboo Is 
repeatedly rived until each piece is 
sufficiently slender and flexivic, There 
threadlike pieces of bamboo are ar- 
ranged in a row, attached to each oth- 
er by a thread passed crosswise 
through the middle. This thread is 
fastened to a semicircular strip of 
bamboo, giving the fan its shape. The

ribs are then slightly heated and bent | 


at the ends. The fan bas bow the 
peculiar and characteristic shell-like 
shape at the top. Very filmsy silk 
yvauze is then pasted on the face and a 
kind of tissue-like paper on the back. 

After the bandle fs attached the bor- 
der of the fan is black varulshed and 
the gauze is coated with a chalk and 
water mixture. The bandles are made 
of bamboo, various kinds of bard 
wood, bone and ivory. The hand paint-
